BULLETIN — VIENNA, Nov. 4, (UP) — The Red army set up 
virtual military dictatorship in conquered Hungary tonight and tha 
new pro-Russian Communist government claimed that the Soviets 
havo broken the resistance of anti-Communist freedom fighters.

VIENNA, Nov. 4. (UP) — The Iron Curtain fell around Hungary 
today. Russian troops and tanks crushed a 12-day-old freedom revolt 
and set up a puppet government that was in "full control" of tho 
nation. 

Imre Nagy, who headed a brief anti-Soviet government, was a 
Russian prisoner. Josef Cardinal Mindszenty, primate of Hungary, who 
returned to Budapest in triumph last week, took refuge in the American 
legation in the Hungarian capital:. 

"Order Number One" broadcast by the Soviet military commandant 
at Szolnok in eastern Hungary, clamped down a curfew and told 
Hungarla'ris they would be tried by court martial if they failed to 
surrender their arms by 8 p.m. (12 noon EST) Monday. 

The Russians used the element of surprise and overwhelming 
strength to subdue Budapest. 

' A 24-ycar-old Hungarian physician who left Budapest early today 
told United Press that the city fell to the Russians "with hardly a shot ' 
fired in Its defense."

Tomorrow, the American people 
SO to the polls for the purpose of 
electing their.

Although somewhat obscured by 
the momentous happenings in 
Hungary, Suez and the United 
Nations, there is no need to point 
oui the crucial Implications of this 
event to the entire world. 

It would not. seem to be too pre- 
cipitate to state quite bluntly that 
all signs point to a substantial 
Elsenhower victory on Tuesday. 
This despite the crises on the' two 
aforementioned fronts. While the 
possibility of an upset must not 
be overlooked, it is fell that even 
the most ardent of the Democrats 
would be overwhelmingly surprised 
by a Stevenson election.

In reality, the issues in this 
election have been the old bread 
and-butter ones for the Democrats 
and the personal popularity of 
Eisenhower for the Republicans. 
The Nixon business has. fallen 
through as a basis for nation-wide 
controversy. The same can be said 
for the matter of President Eisen 
bower's health. Essentially the 
real major factors have been the 
Party for the Democrats and "Ike" 
for the G.O.P. 

General concensus has it that 
the Sues Crisis has not really 
changed anything for the ample 
reason that the eruption occurred 
too close to polling day. Indeed, 
on some fronts, contrary to idiot 
some of the experts expected, 
opinion has -grown up that a new 
degree of support has arisen for 
Eisenhower's candidacy. Feeling 
in these quarters is that "lice" 
the best man in time' of war, at 
least on the basis of his World 
War II record. Besides, the Re- 
publicans stolen a leaf out of the 
Roosevelt book in reviving the old 
aphorism about changing horses in 
I midstream— the old 1944 cry.. It

a mere 14 states with 149 electoral 
votes tending towards Stevenson. 
Only four states, Florida, Virginia, 
Minnesota and Pennsylvania, with 
05 electoral notes were considered 
doubtful. Working on these eb- 
servations, even if Stevenson were 
to win all the "doubtful" states, 
Eisenhower icoitld .iiatte more than 
the 260 electoral votes needed to 
win. 

Despite the concensus of opinion 
that this past week's events won't 
essentially effect the election, the 
feeling in. this corner is that the 
possibility of an upset can be en- 
tertained only if we assume that, 
as a result of the conflicts abroad, 
certain other states have now taken 
their place in the "doubtful" cate- 
gory along with the above. New 
York, Mirbigan and California 
should now be placed in this divi- 
sion — a total of 07 electoral votes. 

Soma Daring Assumptions 

The election now takes on s 
different complexion. Assuming 
that Eisenhower retains his mid 
western and far-western backing, 
he is now left with 220 "safe" 
electoral votes since we have re 
moved those above states from the 
Republican fold. 

Starting afresh now assuming 
that Stevenson has an outside 
chance of pulling in the 97 votes 
subtracted from "Ike" plus any 
cpmbination of the two original 
"doubtfuls", then he will have his 



majority. More realistically, how- 
ever, 'we can grant Adlal Minne- 
sota (11), previously considered 
"doubtful", and then should he 
win New York (43), Florida (10), 
Pennsylvania (32) and Michigan 
(20) then his total would 'read 
267 — just'enough. These are all 
In the realm of the pipe-dream 
but lesf we forget- 1048, the added 
reminder must be made that if 
a run for Stevenson or Eisenhower 
should, start in New York then, 
as past experience has shown, the 
surrounding states Will also go the 
same, way as the crucial 4.1 New 
York votes. 

Reports that the Democrats are 
strong in California must not be 
discounted cither. Here are 32 
more votes that may well play a 
vital |*rt in the final analysis, 
Rainy Day 
Ludicrous as it may seem, the 
weather is the last imponderable 
in our election equation. A rainy 
day will definitely set things in 
a different light, for this is the 
kind of weather that keeps the 
marginal voter at home — "Ike's" 
support rests on this variety of 
elector. It is -felt that the demo- 
cratic machine can take care of 
it itself in this contingency, how- 
ever. 

The final prognosis is this. "Ike" 
"safe" in the MtaMVeit, Far-West 
and New England (except for 
Mass.) and Stevenson holding on 
to the Solid South (the original) 
Confederate States) with Neto 
York, California, UUhigan, Penn- 
sylvania, Florida as the real 
"doubtfuls". It's still Eisenhower 
by a solid majority BUT ... 
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\ appears to have taken hold. 

Out of an electorate of approxim- 
ately 105 millions, 60% are expect, 
ed -to vote. An important point 
here is that «f that 105 million, 
there are four million more 
women than men .— another ad- 
vantage to the Eisenhower cause. 
Of «ourse, it iss not the popular 
votes that elect a president in the 
United States but the electoral — 
it is here that the recent crises 
on the foreign front might possibly 
affect Eisenhower's majority, lor 
while he may be certain of the 
lion's share of the popular vote, 
H may be predicted that his elect- 
oral majority will be curtailed 
some what, in comparison with 
1052 figures. 

Election Arithmetic 
There are 531 electoral votes hi 
the country, divided among the 
states in relation to their popula- 
tion there is one elector for each 
senator 'and representative the 
state has in Congress. The can- 
didate garnering the highest num- 
ber of votes in a state gets all 
its electoral votes. The total num- 
ber of electoral votes necessary 
for election is 266 — a bare 
majority of the entire number. 

Be/ore last week's turn of events, 
independent appraisals by political 
analysts across the country found 
30 -states with 311 electoral votes 
leaning towards the President and

The question now arises as to who 
is going to pay for this plan. It 
certainly cannot be the poor peo- 
ple, because they are exempt from 
taxation. It will be paid for by 
the rich,- people who have worked 
hard for their money, and who 
deserve every cent that they earn. 
It is the rich who will pay the 
$13,750,000 for something that the 
poor people do not merit. The 
poor people should know their 
place, and not get too uppity.

You wonder whether If is the ingenuity of biographers or just the unredressed Jfuth -that makes 
the great artists' lives, when you read about them, seem to fil Into the consonant, patterns that assimilate 
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foreshadowing. 

These 'remark* are prompted by 
tome recent reading. In the New 
Yorker Magazine, over the past 
few months, have been appearing 
pieces by James Thurber called, 
collectively, "Further Fables for 
Our Time". They are important 
writing. They represent the last 
evolution of a major writer. I write 
the last (though James Thurber 
lives) since this new phase of 
Thurbert is a no exit one, even 
as one might have known that 
.nothing lay beyond the sea of 
misanthropy of Swift's last writing, 
even as one' senses the quality of 
ultimate resolution In Beethoven's 
third period work. I have never 
read a more unambiguous state*, 
.ment of pessimism and of world. 
. weariness than \ cuts through 
"Further Fables for Our Times". 
James Thurber has come round 
full cycle as a creative artist As 
a writer his life has now a 
beginning, a middle, and an end. 
A pattern covers it like a net. 

Early Work 

James Thurber is, of course, a 
humourist. His early writing, ac- 
companied by unbelievable drawn- 
ings of blase seals,- sad, wise dogs', 
frustrated men, and triumphant 
women, are a body of the funniest 
j writing in English. These works 
include ^Js.Sex Necessary ?" writt- 
en with E.B, White (a parody on 
the psychoanalytic approach to sex 
which the authors wrote because 
they felt "the heavy writers had 
got sex down and were breaking 
its arm"), "My Life and Hard 
Times"; "The Middle Aged Man 
on the Flying Trapeze"; and many 
others. 

Thurber is a meticulous writer, 
a cartful craftsman; his prose 
-Is as lambent and lucid as you 
get. in English, In his stories, 
•ach a cameo, he writes of crazy 
' avant-gardists, henpecked hus- 
bands, ghosts haunting (of all 
places) Columbus, Ohio, bads 
that fall in In the middle of the 
night, and women who try to 
have their husbands put away in 
the booby hitch but are them- 
selves locked up ("Moral: don't 
.count your boobies before they're 
hatched"). Oecoslonnally in the 
stories a melancholy chord it 
sounded, but it nevtr prevails. 
• Walter Mltty enlists our sympa-' 
thy, ytt our laughter Is not 
stilted. .In . another collection, 
"Fabltt for Our Tlmt", though 
. the satire It bitter — in one tale, 
the better to "liberate" them, 
lie foxet of the forest decide to 
eat up all the rabbits — the 
humour tubdutt all. 

Humour Cetses 

In "Further Fables for Oui 
Time", though, James .Thurber has 
ceased to be funny. The chance 
sadness of the early pieces becomes 
the theme, so that there is little 
to smile at except perhaps an 
occasionel facile word trick. Doom 
coerces the tales now. Each fable 
more serious than the last, seeks 
a new to exposi '.<<: last remnant 



of the myth that existence is some- 
thing other than a vain, painful 
oke. Thurber gives, his cats, 
rabbits, lions, moths, flowers, and 
occasional humans no chance in 
these stories. A toad's head is 
cracked open by a woodpecker to 
see if there is a jewel Inside; a 
weed ("The Devil musVlove weeds, 
he made so many of them"), 
boasting of its hardiness, is rooted 
out -of the ground; a. lion dies of 
surfeit; a lizard, of starvation; 
ackdaws who build their nest in 
the muzzle "of a cannon hear "only 
the first gun of a twenty-one gun 
salute fired in honour of a visiting 
chief of state;" a sea gull drops, 
an oyster on a "great wet rock 
shattering the shell, and splatter; 
ng Its occupant". In the "Human 
Being and the Dinosaur", here is 
man telling the dinosaur why the 
latter Is ephemeral, why the form- 
er will endure: 

"Greetings, stupid... Behold In 
mo the artfully articulated ' ar- 
chitect of the future, tht chosen 
species, tht cartaln turvivor, tht 
indestructible ont... You ara all 
wrong in the crotch, and in tht 
cranium, and In the cortex. But 
I have wasted enough time on 
you. I must ust thtst fingers 
which ' God gava me, and now 
probably wishes Ho had kept for 
Himself, to begin writing those 
noble volumes about Ma which 
will one day run to several 
hundred billion ittmt, many of 
thtm about war, death, conquest, 
decline, fall, blood, sweat, ttars, 
threats, warnings, boasts, hope- 
lessness, htll heels, and whores." 

After this tirade, the dinosaur 
and his ilk die, "but with a curious 
smile of satisfaction, or something 



of the sort, on their ephemeral 
faces". 

Most of the creatures In tht 
fabltt go to their 'end without 
knowing why, at vain and ignor- 
ant after as before. But the ele- 
ments of literary tragedy are that 
a sense of redemption, on moral 
or rational grounds, prevails. In 
the fabltt It does not. In this 
respect tht tables, for all, un- 
nerve on* mora than the) blttkttt 
ptsstgtt of Faulkner. In Faulk- 
ner the sense of good and evil 
Is undeniable; the quarrel It 
With triumphant evil which con- 
taminates the characters. In 
Thurber the distinction between 
good and evil la not mada; It is - 
felt to be invalid, Indeed, non- 
extant. For Thurber existence is 
meaningless, and th« only «vil 
Is to try to attach significance to

whole human race. Stnce Com- 
munism hat itt basic appeal to 
the poor, the bast way to save 
the world from destruction It to 
get rid of the poor. If there is no 
one for Communism to appeal to, 
it will dit out quickly and quietly 
without anyont who matters 
getting hurt.* 

"Finally, there is the- human 
itarian aspect to consider. Poor 
people are constantly sinning. The 
Bible says, "Thou shalt not covet." 
The poor people are constantly 
coveting. They are filled with 
envy. For example, if they did 
not envy the rich, why else would 
they want to move out of their 
slums? All this sinning on their 
part will lead them straight to 
Hell when they die. If we kill 
them off now, they will still go 
to Hell, but. they will have no 
chance to produce new generations 
of poor. In this way we can win 
an infinite number of souls from 
Satan. In fact, he will get very 
few damned souls after this genera 
tion, because all rich people are 
pure and good. 

Doubtless you as students are 
wondering whore you fit in. Well, 
you can stop your worry. Stu- 
dents are exempt.

If his intention were 
merely humour, a writer would 
never put "It was. enough to make 
a body sick of the whole human
